ticable) the sulphur mines of this country. To effect this, 
e adopts a twofold 

sulphur, by the disposal of the stock on hand (thus hoping to 
frighten the British miner, and to lead the manufacturer into 4 
sense of false security), and, then, to give reasonable grounds 
for the assumption, that the reduced price would be secured to 
the consumer, announces, at the same time, a reduction in the 

duty to take place from ist January next. 

In forcing a sale of the stock of sulphur in England, amount. 
ing to nearly 30,000 tons, a great sacrifice has been made, the price 
having fallen from 13/. to 6/. 108. or 71, at which latter price, or a 
shade higher, it is now quoted— thus making a loss on thie part of 
the bargain, by his Votcanic Masnery, of no less than 120,000/,,

ON THE USE OF ANTHRACITE IN BLAST FURNACES. 
TO THE EDTYOR OF THE MINING JOU MNAL. 

Sin,—In a paper entitled * Reflections on the Principal Process in the 
Manufacture of Tron,"’ in your Journal of the 12th instant, coming, I 
suppose (from the writer's reference to his former communications) from 
the pen of Mr. Leighton, there are some remarks that may tend to mis. 
lead those who have not better information on the subject on which they 
are wade —I now refer to the use of anthracite in blast-furmaces. Being 
an anthracite proprietor, and anxious that ite value may be known, I now 
beg to offer a few observations as regards Mr, L-ighton's statements. 

rt. Leighton’s object in writing appears to be to introduce some new 
vlan of manufacturing iron with anthracite and other foel, but as it seems 
Ce plan has never been tried, I think it a pity he should prevent the 
public from benefitting by that mode that has been found successfal by 
numerous parties, enti! bis own comes out, and, as he anticipates, super- 
eedes all others. But how doce Mr. Leighton show that tron manufec- 
tered with bot. blast and anthracite coal coste more than iron manufac. 
tured with bituminous coal? His objections to the keeping the pipes of 
the hot blast stoves in repair, applies equally to the bituminous coal dis- 
trieta, where hot blast ie weed, and yet in every district of England, where 
bitauminows coal is found, hot-bieet is adopted, and at the expense of de- 
terlorating the quality of the iron, so there must be some great advantage 
in the wee of hot blast, equal to supporting the expense of hot. blast 
stoves, and the dewtraction of the pipes. The advantages, which far pre- 
dominate over the disadvantages, are these—great economy in fuel, and

nese of the information. Taking, then, the Yniseedwyn Works; at the 
time of my visit some stoppage had taken place, arising from repair of 
blast-engioe, so that I had not the opportunity of knowing what they were 
doing at that time; but I was informed, on indispatable authority, that 
the make from the eupelo farnace for the past ten weeks exceeded 500 tona, 
of, On an average, fifty tons »-week, which is a considerable increase on the 
make, some two or three years since, when I last visited this district. I 
learned here that trials had been made with the anthracite, known as the 
** big vein,’’ whieh has fully answered the purpose, but I have no parti. 
culars with which I can furnish you as to the quantity used; I, however, 
was given to understand, that the strong veins “ carry,” or smelt, « 
heavier “ burden,”’ or charge of mine, than the weaker ones, but that the 
latter will make as good iron with « lighter burden. The quantity of an. 
thracite to the ton of iron, when that obtained from the weaker veins is 
employed, is, I am told, about 20 per cent. inerease ; it is, however, b 
satisfactory to find, that al! the veins of the anthracite part of the basin 
are equally suitable to the smelting of iron. 

I now proceed to the Ystal-y-fera Works, which, as you are aware, is the 
property of a Liverpool Company. Here the company appear to have 
committed some gross errors in the onset, but, I am glad to say, they are 
now doing fairly, having retraced their steps. They have now two furs 
maces at work upon all anthracite—each making from fifty to sixty tons 
weekly. Iam not aware whether they work under Mr. Crane's patent, 
or that they await the resalt of the cause “ Crane e. Price.” 

Passing on, we arrive at Neath (leaving Gwendracth for a while) ; here, 
ot the Neath Abbey Iron Works, the two furnaces are blown out, but f 
am not aware of the cause to which such circumstance is attribatable—the 
low price of iron may have rendered it more prudential for them to pur. 
chase than to make, and, as | believe, the Cembrian Company are now 
supplying them with pig-iron ; there may be another reason, inasmuch that, 
I believe, the Neath Abbey supplied many of the castings to the Cambrian 
Company in the erection of their works. It is, in my opinion, mach to 
be regretted that this company raised thé question as to the validity of the 
patent with Mr. Crane, inasmuch, that had they not thrown « damp on 
the improvement, but had, on the other hand, lent it a helping hand, they 
might now have been fully employed in making blast and other steam-en. 
gines requisite for the namerous iron works which would have, doubtless, 
been erected in the vicinity, whereas the persons now employed have, as 
[ am informed, been placed on ** short time.”’ 
The works of Cwm Neath, when it was proposed to use anthracite 
solely, alve fell into error in their early operations, not only in the con. 
struction of their furnace, which was carried to too great a height, and 
thus an additional weight of a dense material, euch as anthracite, thrown 
into the farnace, but entrusted its management to « Staffordshire man, 
who might be very able in the “ keeping '’ of furnaces where bituminoug 
coal is used, but who could not be supposed to know anything of the pro- 
perties of anthracite, This also, | learn, is a Liverpool property, beloug- 
ing to Messrs. Jeavons and others. 
I now return to Gwendracth, which I left until the last, as some obeer. 
vations in your coluans, on the application of cold-blast to anthracite, 
renders it distinct from the former works. Ihave no doubt as to the 
accuracy of your information up to the period at which it was furnished, 
but | would ask your correspondent, whether it was not found heeessary 
to introdnce hot-blast, to prevent the farnace from “ gobbing,” and that, 
finding it impracticuble to ave Mr. Player's patent, they have now re~ 
sorted to the sole application of hot-blast in their manufacture of iron.
